It wouldn’t take a lot to organize and we are 
obviously here to help.” 

She said the current organizational situation became 
known shortly after last Christmas when longtime locals, 
Grant and Brenda Hemming, “reluctantly” announced 
they had to retire as organizers for the Didsbury run after 
serving in that position since 11190. 

"They were concerned and reluctant to give it up. They 
travel a lot to see family in Ontario,” said Risebrough. 
“They are not leaving us in a lurch. They gave us lots of 
notice. They said they would help and give advice to who¬ 
ever steps up.” 

She said her provincial wing of the foundation now has 
110 communities in Alberta, Nunavut and the Northwest 
Territories that have an annual Terry Fox Run. There are 
more than 700 across Canada. 

Risebrough said there are about a half dozen communi¬ 
ties within her provincial wing that require new organiz¬ 
ers each year. 

“We usually don’t have problems, but Didsbury has been 
tough.” she said, adding new organizers are also being 
sought for Stettler, Rimbey and the Crowsnest Pass. “This 
year we have a few more but we have replaced them. We 
also have gained a few more communities, including 
Peace River and Athabasca.” 

Risebrough also noted that some communities have 
opted to have runs organized at schools during the week 
but added it is additionally “nice” to also have the annual 
September Sunday run as many people cannot book off 
work to participate during the weekday event. 

In the meantime, she is asking the public to continue its 
support for the annual event in any way they can. 

“Every dollar counts. It all adds up,” said Risebrough. “It 
is all part of Terry Fox’s philosophy of being grassroots 
and inclusive. 

“Cancer touches every community, large mid small,” she 
added. “We just hope it (run) continues in Didsbury.”

Elderly motorist struck by train

An elderly man miracu¬ 
lously escaped serious 
injury after a train at a rail 
crossing struck the car he 
was driving. 

The July 17 accident at 
the 20th Avenue train 
crossing was the second 
involving a senior citizen 
at the same location in the 
past two months. On May 
17, a train struck an 81- 
year-old Didsbury man 
when he attempted to 
cross the tracks on foot. 
The man was taken to 
Calgary’s Foothills 
Medical Centre to be 
treated for serious 
injuries. 

“It was an unfortunate 
event,” said Didsbury 


RCMP Sgt. Jeff Jacobson 
of last week’s accident. “It 
is fortunate though that 
there was no serious 
injury.” 

Shortly before 11 am. 
an east bound Chevrolet 
Malibu on 20th Avenue 
approached the tracks, 
said Jacobson. 

He said at the same time 
a northbound train was 
coming into town and 
heading towards the 20th 
Avenue intersection. 

Jacobson said the lights 
at the crossing were flash¬ 
ing. He said the Chevrolet 
vehicle slowed down but 
stopped too far ahead ;uid 
too close to the tracks. 

The crossing arm came 
down and hit the roof of 
the Chevrolet, he said. 

“The driver did not have 
time to react and his front 


was struck by the train 
engine,” said Jacobson. 

He said he did not know 
how fast the train was 
moving on impact. 

“They are regulated by 
speed when they are 
going through town,” said 
Jacobson. 

Although the elderly 
driver of the vehicle, 
believed to be 83 years 
old, did not appear to be 
seriously hurt, EMS and 
Didsbury Fire 

Department personnel 
were called to the scene. 

“He was definitely able 
to get out of his vehicle on 
his own power,” said 
Jacobson. “He was cer¬ 
tainly shocked at what 
had happened.” 

He said there were sev¬ 
eral witnesses to the acci¬ 
dent who either heard or 


saw what happened. 
Jacobson said three wit¬ 
nesses came forward with 
statements. 

He said the RCMP’s pre¬ 
liminary analysis of the 
incident is showing that 
driver’s error is the cause 
of the accident. 

Jacobson said RCMP 
has not yet decided 
whether charges will he 
laid. He also said 
Canadian Pacific Railway 
Police are also conduct¬ 
ing their own investiga¬ 
tion. 

“We want to remind the 
public that there are fre¬ 
quent trains that are trav¬ 
elling through that inter¬ 
section and always 
assume one might be 
approaching, and he extra 
cautious," said Jacobson.

Big future demand 
for seniors’ housing 

A report released this month on the state of retirement 
housing spaces for seniors in Alberta from the Canadian 
Mortgage and Housing Corporation (CMHC) shows a 
healthy 11.3 per cent vacancy rate for standard spaces in 
the province. 

But what the Seniors’ Housing Report does not include 
is almost as important as what it 
documents. 

Unfortunately, not all non-profit 
affordable seniors’ housing 
providers were included in the 
vacancy census, which focuses on 
for-profit facilities, and non-profit 
facilities that include non-subsi- 
dized units. In other words, the 
most affordable options for sen¬ 
iors' housing, and the most likely 
to be in demand amongst lower- 
income seniors looking for both 
independent and supportive living 
options, were excluded from the 
rates. 

Many feel that baby boomers, especially in Alberta, are 
well prepared for retirement. Unfortunately, the evi¬ 
dence shows this is not the case. 

According to a 2011 TD Canada Trust survey, only 7 per 
cent of Alberta boomers feel very well-prepared for 
retirement. As of 2008, only 35 per cent of Albertans have 
private pensions, and according to a 2012 BMO study, 
only 42 per cent of Albertans contributed to RRSPs in the 
previous tax year. 

This may not be by design, but by necessity. Not all 
Albertans have jobs with high enough salaries that allow 
them to save money for retirement after meeting ever- 
increasing monthly expenses. 

As an alternative to saving, many Alberta boomers are 
relying on the equity in their homes to fund their retire¬ 
ment. 

By selling and cashing out on the equity increases in 
their homes, many are, or plan to, invest the money and 
live off the returns. 

The concent here is that both the OECD and Moody’s 
recently noted the real possibility of a real estate bubble 
in Canada - that is, that home prices may drop signifi¬ 
cantly in the coming years. 

Add to this, the volatility of oil prices coupled with the 
continuing low price of natural gas, and such returns are 
by no means a slam dunk. 

More worrying still is that a significant percentage of 
boomers will retire while still holding mortgage debt. 
According to a 2011 TD Canada Trust report, 21 per cent 
of Albertans are looking at just this kind of scenario as 
they enter their golden years. 

We really have to hope that Albertans were giving a 
tongue-in-cheek response to the 2011 TD Canada Trust 
survey when 31 per cent of them said they are relying on 
winning the lottery to fund their retirement. 

All of these statistics paint a picture of a coming wave 
of demand in Alberta for affordable seniors’ housing. 

Even if the rate of seniors in need of affordable housing 
remains the same over the next two decades, the sheer 
number of boomers retiring will mean more subsidized 
units are required. Currently, the Alberta government has 
9,928 spaces available for supported seniors’ housing. 
There is no doubt that this number will need to be 
increased over the next few decades, while at the same 
time, existing housing stock will require renovating and 
renewing. 

Boomer seniors will also demand much more in terms 
of space and available amenities than seniors of past gen¬ 
erations. 

They will want to stay involved in their communities 
and continue to lead active and healthy lives. By doing so, 
they will inevitably live longer, hut may also have more 
complex needs as they age. 

Given that the first boomers turned 65 last year, the 
time to start these discussions is now.

Rodeo has tough fight ahead 


While rodeos have been 
an integral part of rural 
Canadian communities for 
many, many years, bringing 
people togeth¬ 
er and generat¬ 
ing lots of eco¬ 
nomic activity 
for host towns, 
recent years 
have also seen 
a dramatic rise 
in the anti¬ 
rodeo lobby, 
including right 
here in Alberta. 

While the 
majority of visi¬ 
tors to the 
recent Calgary 
Stampede rodeo weren’t 
deterred by the lines of 
placard-carrying protest¬ 
ers, the people who con¬ 
ducted those protests did 
get a great deal of provin¬ 
cial, national and interna¬ 
tional media attention. 

In particular the death of 
three chuck wagon horses 
at this year’s Stampede cre¬ 


ated a lot of negative press, 
with the people opposed to 
rodeo saying the mishap 
highlights the need to 
immediately ban 
rodeos from 

cities and towns 
everywhere. 

“There's other 
ways of cele¬ 
brating our 

Western her¬ 
itage than cele¬ 
brating animal 
cruelty,” said the 
Animal Rights 
Coalition, which 
spearheaded the 
protests. 

Not surpris¬ 
ingly the pro-rodeo lobby 
has been quick to counter 
that rodeo animals are well 
treated and cared for and 
that accidents are few and 
far between. “The people 
who bring their animals to 
the Stampede care deeply 
about the welfare and well¬ 
being of those animals. The 
Stampede works collabo- 


ratively to mitigate risks to 
human and animal com¬ 
petitors,” said Stampede 
officials. 

Yet while the protest 
won’t do a thing to deter 
the diehard fans of rodeo 
from attending the events 
they love, the long-term 
impact of the protests on 
the general public may be 
more far-reaching. 

That is, if the anti-rodeo 
protests and boycott cam¬ 
paigns are able to convince 
enough people - and busi¬ 
ness owmers and advertis¬ 
ers in particular - that 
rodeo events should be 
stopped, then the rodeos 
themselves may find them¬ 
selves facing a great deal of 
trouble. 

The day has not yet come 
where anti-rodeo protest¬ 
ers target small-town 
rodeos in rural Alberta, 
like those in Sundre, 
Carstairs, Innisfail, and 
Dogpound. 

Yet judging by the growth 


of the anti-rodeo lobby in 
recent years, West Central 
Alberta residents could 
very well be seeing such 
protests and demonstrations 
in the not-to-distant future. 

There does not appear to 
be any real danger that pro¬ 
testers will be able to end 
rural Alberta’s rodeo tradi¬ 
tion any time soon. Yet as 
the anti-rodeo lobby 
grows, so does the danger 
that rodeos will someday 
be forced to close their 
gates because of public 
pressure. 

If rodeos are to survive 
the protests and the boy¬ 
cott campaigns, organizers 
will need to do all they can 
to ensure their events are 
not only animal safe but 
that the general public is 
convinced of that fact. 

For the pro-rodeo forces 
to do nothing while the 
anti-rodeo movement 
grows and grows would be 
courting a very rough 
ride.

MPC paves way for Shantz Crossing 


Town can now freely wheel and deal to get tenants for 
controversial northside business park development

After months and months of controversy the town hits 
finally leaped past its last bureaucratic hurdle for Shantz 
Crossing to become Didsbury’s economic saviour. 

On July 11 the town’s Municipal Planning Commission 
(MPC) unanimously approved a motion to subdivide the 
45.7-acre parcel of land in the town’s 
north end into 12 sections, including 10 
lots that will be offered to potential ten- “People 
ants.

layout of the business park, which is 
expected to cost the town at least $3.8 
million to have up and running. For several months town 
officials have been talking to several potential clients but 
discussions stalled until MPC approved lot sizes for the 
park. 

“People who are interested in the properties can see 
exactly what size they want," said Coun. Gayle Veno, who 
is the chairperson of MPC. “We can now say this is what 
the parcels are going to be. We have a map. 

“It hasn’t been an easy road getting this far,” she added. 
“Until this was approved we couldn’t accept any offers 
because we didn’t know what we had for sale." 

She said the MPC-approved plan includes provisions to 
have clients that have potential noise problems moved to 
the development’s north side so that residents in the near¬ 
by Morris Meadows neighbourhood w ill not be impacted.

provincial studies and statistics show that 
in order for a municipality to be sustainable it has to have 
a 70 per cent residential and 30 per cent commercial and 
industrial tax revenue structure. 

Opponents to the Shantz Crossing project, however, 
have countered that Didsbury’s deteriorating infrastruc¬ 
ture should have been the first priority over the develop¬ 
ment’s $3.8 million expenditure. As well, critics have 
charged the marketing plan for the development should 
have been implemented much sooner. 

“We have heard it has been called a white elephant,” 
said Veno. “We know it is not going to sell out right away, 
that it might take two or three years. But we are hoping 
the people of the town will eventually feel better about it.”
